I  am  seeking  information  regarding  an  article  in 
my  Lincoln  collection;  viz,  a  bust,  bronze,  14  inches 
high,  of  Lincoln  by  the  French  sculptor,  Nicolas  C-uille- 
min. 

To  date  I  have  done  a  bit  of  research  and  find 
that  Nicolas  Guillemin  is  from  Stanislas  Lami's  Diction- 
naire  des  Sculpt eurs  de  1'Eco le  Francalse  au  Dix-neu- 
vieme  Siecle ,  Pa r i ~s~9    1919 ,~  His  works  include:   Christ 
at  the  Tomb,  1845;  Pliny,  1S48  (bust);  Denis  Papin,  1849 
(bust);  Last  of  the  Mohigans,  1855;  Mile.  M.E.A.G.,  1859 
(bust);  Ceres,  1861  (copy  from  the  antique);  Young  South 
American  Negress  Playing,  1864;  Young  Negress,  1866. 

As  you  will  note  by  the  photograph  which  I  am 
enclosing,  there  is  no  date:  it's  merely  signed  "N. 
Guillemin."   You  may  also  note  that  there  is  a  wreath 
below  the  chest  which  I  have  theorized  might  indicate 
the  work  was  completed  just  after  Lincoln's  assassina- 
tion. 

Any  information  which  you  might  be  in  a  position 
to  give  me  as  to  the  date  of  the  work  and  the  value,  if 
such  has  ever  been  established,  would  be  greatly  appre- 
ciated. 

I  receive  Lincoln  Lore  each  month  and  regard  it 
as  a  fine  contribution  to  Lincolniana.
